If these originated from Mr Johnston, St Louis Stamp ft Coin, 

I saw them all- several years "back, as he sent me his entire 
stock, as bought from Col. Green.

Still I have far more of 
these, plus private and city scrip, I started Dillistin 
collecting about ten years ago, and he is an ardent student, 
as you perhaps know. 

Enclosed is a list of Jersey Cents, with 
prices, that I shall submit on approval, if you desire.

Your letter of October 10, 1949 really shocked me. I had no idea 
that you had such a marvelous collection of early Colonial notes. 

I respectfully look forward to the time when I can look over many 
of these. I have always wondered where many of these notes were, 
as the Scott Paper Money Catalog of Colonial bills shows them to 
be in existence and yet you hardly ever see them offered for sale. 

I have looked over the Emmett collection in the New York Public 
Library and also have seen Harley Freeman* s collection. It seems 
as though your collection must give both of them a back seat. Of 
course, the Chapman collection probably has a few even you could 
use. 

I probably did not make it dear to you, but I do not collect the 
die varieties of New Jersey cents. I have about 15 in a frame and 
have more or less stopped there. The 77-dd I imagine is the same 
coin you refer to as having been sent to you by Johnson. 

Incidentally, I am working now on a paper on counterfeit British 
half pence coined in America and am wondering if you have among 
your things any British half penoe dated 1778, 1784, 1787 or 1788 
which I might either see or acquire. I am only Interested in those 
which have the same wording as on the British half pence and not 
the so-called Bungtowns which have the various novelty wordings.

At the moment I am working over my New Jersey colonial coins and 
need a bit of inf ormation, and thought it would be easier for you 
to furnish it than to try to dig it out myself. 

I would like to know if the photographs and descriptions of the 
various New Jersey cents vhioh are not listed in Uaris have ever 
been properly published. If my memory serves me correctly, there 
are about six items which were not included in the Uaris list, but 
I have no idea where I got that information. I note in the Index 
to the Numismatist that there ie an article in Volume XXXI, pages 
206 and 259, by George R. Rose, with respect to classification of 
New Jersey cents, but I have not had an opportunity to look at it. 
Would you be kind enough to enlighten me on the question of these 
additional varieties?
